TPD Releases Video of 


Drug Store Robber 
The Taylor Police Department 


is releasing surveillance video of a rob- 
bery that occurred at a CVS drug 
store the evening of May 26, and are 
hoping for the public's help in iden- 
tifying the backpack-carrying robber. 

According to a statement re- 
leased by the City, a clerk at the store 
(located at 26101 Eureka Road) 
called police after a man approached 
the counter and implied that he had 
a weapon. He propped a backpack 
on the counter and demanded all the 
$100, $50, and $20 bills from the 
drawer. The robber then put all the 
cash in his backpack and left. 

The suspect is described as a 
white or possibly Hispanic male in 
his 40s or 50s, about 5710” with a 
medium build. He was wearing a tan

hoodie underneath, a red baseball 
cap, black pants, and white shoes. 
The suspect was also wearing glasses 
with‘ dark frames, and the backpack 
he was using was blue and black in 
color.

Lambert Supports Youth Curfew Laws

Do you remember the old public ser- 
vice announcement that went something 
like this: 

“It’s 10 p.m. Do you know where your 
children are?” 

As the days become longer, and young 
people venture out on their own for some 
summertime fun, it is important to remem- 
ber that our curfew ordinance is still in 


effect.* This ordinance is specifically de- 


signed to keep our children safe. 

The City’s curfew ordinance for minors 
age 17 and under addresses the following 
groups: Age II and under — shall not be in 
public places between the hours of 9 p.m. 
and 6:30 a.m. Ages 12 to 15 — shall not be 
in public places between the hours of 10 
p.m. and 6 a.m. Ages 16 to 17 — shall not 
be in public places between the hours of 
11 p.m. and 6 a.m. - 

Public places, as described in the ordi- 
nance, are “any public street, school, play- 
ground, vacant land, park, theater, bowl- 
ing alley, restaurant, pool or billiard room, 
store, or other place of public gathering.” 

The purpose for this ordinance is two- 


fold. First and foremost, this law keeps our » 


children safe by keeping them off the streets 
and out of public places where they may be 


victimized. President Bill Clinton said, 
“Curfews help keep our children out of 
harm's way. They give parents a tool to im- 


part discipline, respect, and rules at an awk- . 


ward and difficult time in children’s lives.” 

The second purpose for curfews is to 
reduce crime, thereby making our streets 
and community safer. Research has shown 


that juvenile crime is reduced by as much - 


as 10% the first year such ordinances are 
enacted and enforced. The positive effects 
also increase in subsequent years, especially 
in the area of reducing violent crimes. 

As your Mayor, I strongly believe in 
protecting our children. Our curfew ordi- 
nance exists to protect our children and 
keep them safe during the hours when they 
are most susceptible to being victimized 
and/or participating in crime. Let's all do 
our best in working together to keep our 
young people safe. We can prevent crime 
by making sure our children obey the cur- 
few laws. Thank you for your support in 
this endeavor. 

*Curfew laws do not apply to minors 
accompanied by a parent or guardian, or to 
minors doing legitimate business or errands 
as long as they have a note, signed by a parent 
or guardian, that specifically identifies the 
business or errand. 





New “Hoop House” Opens at Taylor’s 
Blair Moody Elemenitary School 


Officials from the City of Taylor and 
Taylor Board of Education gathered recently 
with students from Blair Moody Elemen- 
tary School for the official dedication of the 
new Hoop House” installed at the school. 

The Hoop House, a stand-alone green- 
house, will be used to teach the school’s 
370 students, their parents, and the com- 
munity about the importance of growing 
and purchasing local food products. School 
officials plan to use food grown in the Hoop 
House in the school cafeteria. 

Moody was awarded a Blue Cross Blue 
Shield of Michigan “Building Healthy 
Communities” grant in December to fund 
the building of Hoop House. “Blues” grants 
are intended to help people — particularly 
children — improve their health through 
_ physical activity and nutrition. Schools use 
the grants to purchase exercise equipment, 
build playgrounds, and develop programs to 
help students make healthier food choices. 

The planning and construction of the 
Moody Hoop House has been a commu- 
nity-based event. Those involved include 
parents and organizations such as the Tay- 
lor Garden Club, the City of Taylor, and 
Michigan State University. 

The Hoop House will provide an envi- 
ronment for organic gardening and farm- 
ing. Seedling planting began February 11. 


Construction of Hoop House began on 
March 28. The structure — adjacent to a 
butterfly garden — is 30 by 48 feet. 

The Taylor Hills Compost Facility, op- 
erated by the City, provided more than 25 
yards of compost for the new structure. 
Marsh Greenhouses in Rockwood provided 
planting consultation sessions. 

Each Moody student painted a cement 
paver for the Hoop House floor. Home 
Depot donated the pavers. 

Herbs grown in the Hoop House will 
be sold to local restaurants. Students will 
be given vegetable plants grown in Hoop 
House to place in their home gardens. 

In all, 36 schools throughout Michi- 
gan have received Building Healthy Com- 
munities grants ranging from $1,000 to 
$15,000, totaling approximately $333,400. 
Grants were awarded to schools: statewide, 
with preference for those with higher stu- 
dent participation rates in free and reduced- 
cost lunch programs, along with a popula- 
tion historically at risk for obesity. Since 
2004, the Blues have provided nearly $1 


million in BHC grants to address childhood _ 


obesity among more than 113,000 school 
children throughout the state.
